“Tie said he @reamed he reached 
under his pillow to get his revolver, 
and that he was suddenly awakened 
by the noise of a shot.

“] am convinced this man is tell- 
ing the truth, for this.reason: The 
bullet that killed his wife went 
through the pillow before it lodged 
in her head, behind the left ear. /{ 
Sapienza slept on the left side of 
the bed and his wife on the right.”

Washington, November 24.—In 
Georgia circles in Washington 
the rumor igs persistent today that 
Pleasant A. Stovall, of Savannah, 
now ambassador to Switzerland, wil!

States senator to succeed Senator 
Hoke Smith, of that state. Ambassa- 
dor Stovall, who has tendered his 
resignation from the diplomatic 
service, served at the important post 
during the entire war, and feels 
that there is no patriotic call to 
make it necessary for him to fur- 
ther remain in the foreign service, 
The state department has not yet, 
acted upon the resignation, but it is 
known that the president feels 
keenly the spirit that has actuated 
the Geergian’s action and is plan- 


ning to relieve him, as he requests, 
in the near future. 

Ambassador Stovall ts a firm and 
uncompromising supporter of the 
administration and is unequivocal- 
ly in favor of the Versailles treaty 
and the league of nations without 
reservations. His friends in Wash- 
ington declare that if he makes the 
race for the senate it wilt be on 
this issue, Senator Smith having not 
only abetted the republican majori- 
ty in defeat of the measure, but 
aided the republicans in their party 
fight on national democracy. 

One of the peculiarities of the sit- 
uation is that Ambassador Stovall 
and Senator Smith were political 
friends until the latter veered from 
the course of loyalty to the admin- 
istration, and pitched his political 
teht in the camp of the Wilsan hat- 
ers, including Reed and Gore and 
Hardwick and Vardaman and the re- 
publican leaders.

While demands of the 
union were not fully met, the eight- 
hour basic day was established for 
track laborers and others of that 
classification and time and a half 
pay after that hour was provided. 
Most of the other employees included 
under the agreement will receive 
time and a half overtime pay after 
ten hours, 

Signing of the new contract by 
Director General Hines ended nego- 
tiations which have been in progress 
since February. Approximately 400.- 
000 men are affected, railroad ad- 
ministration officials estimated. The 
contract also provides that it shall | 
be applicable during the. period of 
notice of thirty days is given of its 
cancellation. a | 

“Specifically,” an announcement 
by Mr. Hines gays, “the new con- 
tract provides overtime for reghilar 
section laborers and other employees | 
in this classification exeept laborers

. Nitti-on Italian Elections. 

“The peoples of Europe will not 
have another war, and because the 
socialists form a party which al- 
waypn sea vypuaect War, «ied poupie 
of Italy voted for them,” said Fran- 
cesco Nitti, the premier, in explain- 


present Italian situation and the 
true meaning of the last general 
élections, whén the number of so- 
ciatist members of the chamber of 
deputies more than tripled. He 


of a reyolution as “simply absurd.” 
‘Premier Nitti continued: 

“The result of the elections sur- 
prised many, but hot fhose who fol- 
lowed carefully the course of events 
and their effect. Of the 508 depu- 
ties in the chamber there will be 
about 90 Catholics, a little more 
than 150 socialists and 10 or 12 re.- 
publicans. This leaves 250 consti- 
tutional deputies representing mod- 
erate tendencies, besides the Cath- 
olics, who are fervent patriots. The 
majority of them are sincere dem- 
ocrats, ready te participate in the 
government of the country. 

“In addition, the majority of so- 
cialists returned is not the expres- 
sion of a political program, but 
rather of the people’s state of mina, 
which can be understood by the 
countries which have gone through 
the war and which realize the con- 
ditions of unrest resulting there- 
from. : 

Not on Verge of Revolution. 

“Reports circulating abroad—I 
must say especially in America— 
about our situation and the condi- 
tion of public order in Italy are ab- 
solutely false and even ridiculoua, 
They’ continus'™'v say we are on the 
verge of a revolution which is sim- 
ply absurd. Considering the excep- 
tional moments Italy is passing 
through, like all the European na- 
tions, and also after-war psycholo- 
gy, the general elections in Italy 
occurred with extraordinarily few 
incidents worthy of mention. 

“Now public order is perfect in- 
deed and this is a boast which few 
‘nations can make nowadavs. There 
is not a single strike in Italy.” 

The premier said this with a hum- 
orous .smile, adding immediately: 

“Of course, I cannot guarantee to 
be able to say sé much tomorrow, 
but what is certain is that work is 
being resumed everywhere and 
everything leads us to hope that the 
entire country is ready .to devote it- 
self wholeheartedly: to the much- 
needed task of reconstruction. 

“It is useless to hide the truth. 
Italy feels she has been unjustly 
treated. Let us look at the question 
dispassionately, Of the three Eu- 
ropean powers which waged war 
against Germany Italy is the coun- 
try, proportionately to her national 
riches, resources ‘and population. 
suffered the most and is still suf- 


fering. We are still eating war 
bread. The meat supply is absolute- 
ly inadequate to the needs of the 
population and there is not enough 
milk ‘for the children and sick. We 
have no coal @nd are burning the 
remainder of our precious forests, 


even sacrifice théir furniture in or- 
der to kéep 4 litflé warmth in their 
ill-nourished bodies. 

‘Why Italy Entered War. 

“In addition, Italy was the only 
country among the allies“which en- 
tered the war spontaneously by its 
own choice. France fought because 
Germany invaded her territory;

“It has been definitely decided 
that the allies who fell together 
for thé same cause’ should remain 
together in death until circum- 
stances permit of the returning of 
the bodies to the families for whom 
they sacrificed themselves.” 

The proposed law forbitting the 
exhumation of the soldier dead fos 
three years did not. pass at the last 
session of the chamber of depu- 
ties, but the foreign office expects 
that it wé@ll be adopted soon. This 
Jail Spariles ‘a deiay “im @xfiumatfun 
of three years from the promulga- 
tion of the law, but it igs expected 
that this period will be shortened.

Webb, chairman of the committee, 
an enthusiastic meeting was held 
on Monday, at which time the work- 
ers were all assigned ‘to various 
sections of the city and final in- 
structions given. The campaign 
will continue for the week, al- 
though it has been hoped that the 
quota desired will be reached by 
Thanksgiving, in order that the 
workers may finish their efforts by 
that time and the suffering childsen 
and adults, victims of tuberculosis, 
may have added cause to join in a 
genuine giving.of thanks. 

Very Few Turndowns. 

First returns received Monday at 
the headquarters of the campaign, 
515 Chamber of Commerce building, 
showed that the turndowns receiv- 
ed by workers who have called upon 
citizens and firms for subscriptions 
have been few and far between. The 
subscriptions are made as an an- 
nual supporting gift to the associa- 
tion, and it was found when the 
signed cards were checked up Mon- 
day that the average gift from busi- 
ness houses and the more well-to- 
do individuals was about $50, while 
the working girls and other wage 
earners were giving abut $5 each. 

It was announced at the Monday 
noon meeting that a number of $80 
l4-carat, 17-jeweled, engraved 
watches have been presented by 
local jewelers, and these will be 
nuwarded to the workers who secure 
the most subscriptions.

strous domination, and, finally, to 
obtain: her unredeemed national ter- 
ritory. 

“Itaty freely chose to suffer. It 
probably was not realized by our al- 
lies, absorbed in their own terrible 
struggie,-that during the war Italy 
Wwas often left to fight her battle 
alone against all the forces of the 
Austro-Hungarian empire, which 
were superior to us in position, num- 
bers and war materials. After the 
collapse of Russia we struggled 
alone and conquered. 

“Now the war has ceased for a 
year. Ever since the Italians have 
seen their national aspirations op- 
posed with a hardness and inflexi- 
bility which wounds them pro- 
foundly. 

“Was it worth while to oppose us 
so cruelly regarding Fiume? An 
irregular situation has arisen both 
in Fiume and Dalmatia. The discon- 
tent which has_ blazed up in our 
army and navy is the result of 
many errors of our own, but, above 
all—I say it solemnly and deliber- 
ately—they are in a great méasure 
due to the conduct of our allies. 


Call to American Public. 


“Tt call with my whole soul upon 
the great American public to help 
us settle the thorny question of 
Fiume. The latest program of Foreign 
Minister Tittoni is so very moderate 
that it ought to be accepted. We ab- 
solutely can yield no further. 

“IT have always felt sincere friend- 


ship for America and claim that) 


America should be on our side— 
should help us escape this painful 
situation. I have addressed myself 
personally to President Wilson as a 
friend. I address the American na- 
tion also as friends. Do not let the 
Italian people have the hateful feel- 
ing that the great American democ- 
racy opposes what is just. As the 
Adriatic question may cause a new 
and violent conflict, Italy desires to 
settle it as quickly as. possible. 

“As I said before, Italy does not 
desire further wars. Even with the 
Jugo-Slavs she wishes to have 
friendly relations. They are our 
neighbors, and must, therefore, both 
in their own interests and ours, 
share in our civilization.” 

Rumors of the wildest character 
regarding the possibility of a very 
serious crisis, involving not only 
the cabirfet but also the reigning 


fhouse of Italy, are in ¢irculation as 


the opening of parliament ap- 
proaches. 

The socialjsts, proud of their re- 
cent victory, are eager to continue 
what they call their “march for- 
ward.” The older, more authori- 
tative members of the party, how- 
ever, such as Deputy Turati, leader 
of the intransigeants; Deputy Tre- 
ver and Signor Madigliani, are 
against any excesses. 


New Elements Kevolutionary. 


The new elements which have en- 
tered the socialist parliamentary 
group are declared to be animated by 
revolutionary sentiments artd to fa- 
vor an extreme policy which, in their 
opinion, will inevitably lead to the 
advent of bolshevism in Italy. This 
section now is undoubtedly the most 
numerous, if not the most important 
one in the party.

NO ANSWER

The department was in constant 
communication today with the 
American embassy in Mexico City, 
an was advised that the cabinet 
had discussed the American note 
and called Governor Cabrera into 
conferen regarding it. Governor 
Cabrera is a brother of Luis Cabre- 
ra, secretary of the treasury in 
Carranza’s cabinet, and known to 
be ohe of the most bitter anti- 
Americans in Mexico.

For Men “Overseas” 
Reach Atlanta P. O. 


The Atlanta postoffice départment 
is in receipt of a communication 
from Washington containing de- 
tailed information as to how to mail 
Christmas packages to members of 


the American expeditionary forces 
still “overseas,” 

The bulletin says in order that 
such packages may reach the ad- 
dressees by Christmas, the parcels 
should be deposited for mailing so 
that they will arrive at the port of 
embarkation, Hoboken, N. J., not 
later than December 8, 1919. 

The parcels must not exceed 7 
pounds in weight, nor 72 inches in 
length and girth combined. Par- 
cels may bear inscriptions such as 
“Please do not open until Cnhrist- 

”" “Merry Christmas,” and the 
like. 

When addressing the parcels, it 
should be done fully and correctly. 
They should bear the name, rank 
and organization of the addressee, 
together with the w ords, “American 
expeditionary forces,” and be ad- 
dressed in care of the commanding 
general, port of embarkation, Hobo- 
ken, N. J. Each parcel must be 
marked “Christmas parcel” and bear 
the name and address of the sender. 

The parcels must contain no pro- 
hibited or unmailable articles. Can- 
dy and tobacco must be enclosed in 
tin or light wood boxes. Perishable 
food products may not be included 
in parcels unless they are inclosed 
in cans,

The sum of fifty-three millions was 
subscribed on the center®ry fund, 
and it is now proposed to raise dur- 
ing 1920 twenty-three milliong for 
education, and a campaign later for 
$10,000,000 for the superannuated 
ministers will make a.grand total of 
$86,000,000 to be raised by the South- 
ern Methodists during 1918-1922, 

This total is published because 
there has been a continued attempt 
from certain sources to minimize the 
liberality of the church.

COMPULSORY LA 
OFFICER NEEDED 


Official to Enforce Neg 


Georgia Statute Will 
Probably Be Named by 
Board of » Education 
Today. 


Appointment of a cumpulsory at- 
tendance officer for the Atlanta 
public schools is expected to be 
made this afternoon by the board of 
education. 

This becomes obligatory ‘under 
the terms of an amendment to the 
state compulsory school law passed 


-at the last session of the legis!a- 


ture, providing that every child be- 
tween the ages of 8 and 14 years, 
whe is not exempted for good rea- 
sons, the sufficiency of which shall 
be determined by the board of edu- 
cation, shall be enrolled in and at- 
tend continuously for six months of 
each year a public school of the 
district or of the town or city in 
which the child resides. 

According to Assistant Superin- 


ptendent of Schools R. C. Little, this 


will mean an influx of 2,000 or more 
children next year into the already 
over-crowded schools, The law 


} specifies that the period of attend- 


ance shall commence at the begin- 
ning of the first term of the school 
year. This would mean January 
26 in the Atlanta schools, since the 
second semester does not begin un- 
til that time, he said, 

How provision is going to be 
made for these new pupils is be- 
ing viewed with some apprehension 
by school officials. Every device, 
with the exception of double ses- 
sions, generally was employed at 
the opening of schools in Septem- 
ber to acconmgmodate the children 
who flocked for entrance. How 
double sessions in a number of 
schools will be avoided after. the 
law becomes operative is a problem 
for which no solution has as yet 
been found. 

A child will be exempted from 
compulsory attendance on the pub- 
lic school if it is shown that he will 
attend for the same period some 
other school giving instruction in 
the ordinary branches of English 
education, or has completed the 
seventh grade of school work as 
prescribed by the state board of 
education, Temporary absence of 
any child enrolled may be excused 
by the principal or _ teacher’ in 
charge, because of bad weather,

- poses Making Public 
_ Pay Wage Advance. 

New York, Navember, 24.—Sott 
_ coal mine owners made “shocking 


_ @nd indefensible” profits in 1917 and 


there is “grave doubt” that they are 
entitled to increased prices because 
of the proposed 31 per cent increase 
in miners’ wages, William G. Mc- 
_ Adoo, former secretary of the treas- 
_ wUry, declared today in a telegram to 
Fedéral Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field. The owners’ profits as shown 
by their income tax returns exam- 
ined by him as secretary of the 
treasury in 1918, he said, showed 
earnings on capital stock ranging 
from 15 to 2,000 per cent. 

“I am convinced that the wage in- 
creases proposed for the mine work- 
ers are just and reasonable,” he 
stated. 

Before deduction of excess profits 
taxes—which were less in 1917 than 
now—these. income tax returns 
showed that the earnings of 100 to 
300 per cent on capital stock were 
not uncommon,” Mr. McAdoo’s tel- 
egram asserted. 

Referring to the bituminous mine 
owners’ income tax returns for 1918, 
which he said he had not seen, the 
telegram said: 

“If they disclose any such profits 
as earned by the bituminous coal 
operators in 1917, it would be a 
grave wrong to permit the oper- 


ators to take from the public ad- 
ditional profits in the form of in- 
creased prices for bituminous coal. 


Mr. McAdoo urged that no in- 
crease in prices of soft coal to con- 
sumers be allowed and that the in- 
come tax returns of the,.soft coal 
mine owners be made public. 


“Interesting Revelation.” 

Indianapolis, Ind., November 24.— 
The statement of W. G. McAdoo, 
former secretary of. the treasurer, 
that coal: operators made as high 
as 2,000 per cent on their capital 
in 1917, “must be an interesting 
revélation to those persons who 
have been wondering about the 
present coal price situation,” said 
Ellis Searles, editor of The United 
Mine Workers’ Journal tonight. 

_Mr. Searles, in commenting on 
the telegram sent by Mr. McAdoo 
to Federal Fuel Administrator 
Garfield which declared that the 
operators made enormous pre¢fits in 
1917 and 1918, made the following 
statement: 

“The statement of W. G. McAdoo, 
formér secretary of the treasury, 
that coal operators. ‘made shocking 
and indefnsible profits’ in 1917 must 
be an interesting revelation to 
those persons who have been won- 
dering about the present coal price 
situation.

We have also 
said that the operators have been 
making more money during the last 
two or three years. than they ever 
made before in their lives, while 
the miners continued to work for 
less than living wages. And now 
Mr. McAdoo makes the showing 
even stronger than the miners ever 
did. The trouble with the opera- 
tors all along hag been that they 
did not propose to do anything that

by the operators or the public, or 
both, as may be determined by the 
application of these principles and 
should take effect as of the date 
when the men return to work. 

“Fifth—The needs of the United 
States are not alone to be consid- 
ered; Europe is in desperate need 
of coal and should have all that we 
can spare.” 

Conference Is Held. 

Dr. Garfield called the miners and 
operators together after a lengthy 
conference with Attorney General 
Palmer, Director General Hines and 
Assistant Attorney General Ames. 

Owing to the disagreement which 
had arisen as to the amount of the 
increase in the cost of living, and 
consequently the per.cent of wage 
advance needed to meet higher liv- 
ing costs, great significance was 

attached to Dr. Garfield’s declar- 
‘tion that “the average total in- 
crease in pay over the 1913 base, 
which was the base considered in 
1917, should not exceed the present 
increase in the cost of living over 
the same base. 

‘It is also to be considered that 


the cost of living will fall rather 
than rise during the next few 
years,” he added. 

Operators construed this state- 
ment as in conflict with the con- 
tention of Secretary Wilson that 
miners should be given a 31 per 
cent wage advance to equalize the 
margig between present wages and 
a 79 per cent rise in living cost 
since 1914. 

Pointing out that war-time coal 
prices were fixed for the purpose of 
stimulating production, Dr. Garfield 
declared that the public would not 
now pay the increasé over normal 


profits allowed during the war. His 
further statement that any wage 
increase should be “borne by the 


operators or the public, or both,” 
was generally taken to mean that 
part of the advance must come out 
of the excess profits of the mining 
companies. 

Thomas T. Brewster, chairman of 
the operators, said that Dr. Gar- 
field’s pronouncement merely re- 
affirmed the statements of the fuel 
administrator before the wage 
scale committees last week. 

“I do not Know what it afi 
“means,” was the only comment of 
John L. Lewis, acting president of 
the United Mine Workers. 


Sharp Differences Expected. 
When the coal situation comes 


before the cabinet tomorrow sharp 


differences of opinion between some 
members is expected. Repreésenta-

tives of the operators have made 
the claim repeatedly that the pro- 
posal of Secretary Wilson for a 
wage advance of 31 per cent did not 
have the approval of a majority of 
the cabinet, but it was admitted 
that Mr. Wilson would have the 
Support of some who were willing 
to give the miners whatever they 
asked in order to get them back to 
work. 

Other cabinet members, it was 
said, feared the effect a big wage 
advance might have on the efforts 
of the government to reduce the 
cost of living. Granting of minérs’ 
requests would strengthen the de- 
mands of railroad employees and 
other workers for more pay, and 
in many ways disturb the indus- 
trial situation, according to one 
view.

Coal dumped into barges, scows, 


boats and other vessels on lakes, 
rivers and other inland waterways 
were made subject to diversion by 
the railroad administration in the 
same way as bituminous coal load- 
ed in railway cars, The second order 
turned over to the director general 
of railroads the authority to re- 
strict or prohibit the use or con- 
sumption of bituminous coal for the 
purpose of producing or manufac- 
turing coke in beehive ovens. 

Not Accepted, Says Lewis. 

A report circulated among the 
operators and discussed by them at 
a meeting following the withdrawal 
of Mr. Garfield and the miners that 
Mr. Lewis had accepted the prin- 
ciples enunciated by the fuel ad- 
ministrator was denied by Mr. 
Lewis. 

“I cannot accept anything I do 
not understand,” said Mr. Lewis, 
“but I do construe the statement 
as a justification of the figures 
submitted by Secretary Wilson.” 

The National Federation of Con-

Charleston, W. Va., November 24. 
Coal mining operations in district 
No. 17, United Mine Workers, drop- 
ped more than 5 per cent today, 
when several large mines were 
closed down, due to refusal of min- 
ers to return to work, according to 
a stateemnt issued tonight by C. F. 
Keeney, district president of the 
union. 

Slow progress of the Washington

Washington, November 24.—Con- 
sideration of the draft convention 
proposed by the committee to limit 
the hours of work in industry to 
eight hours a day and 48 hours a 
week was begun today by the inter- 
national labor conference and 
enough progress made to  in- 
dicate {ts adoption probably tomor- 
row. 

The conference adopted the 


clause defining the “industrial un- 
dertaking,” to which the agreement 
would apply with an amendment, 
Which provided that questions-re- 
lating to navigation on inland wa- 
terways be referred to a special 
conference. 
Opposition to the convention as 
a whole was expressed by S. R.

“It ig generally recognized,” Mr. 
Parsons said, “that unless. the 
United States accepts similar legis- 
lation it would be placing’an un- 
fair; burden upon Canadian employ- 
ers and the country at large to be 
bound by terms of the proposed 
convention.” § 
Newton W. Rowell, the *govern- 
ment delegate from Canada, disa- 
greed with Mr. Parsons, saying he 
“feared” the position of Canada 
might be misunderstood as a result 
of Mr. Parsons’ remarks. He an- 
nounced that he and the other Can- 
adian representative would vote for 
the convention. 
Leon Johaux, the French labor 
leader, declared that in voting for 
the convention the workers had no 
idea of waiving any of their aspira- 
tions, but that they would vote for 
it because it was the first time in- 
ternationally the principle of the 
eight-hour day and the 48-hour 
week had been affirmed in an as- 
sembly where government delegates 
were present. 
“We shall vote for this conven- 
tion, he said, “because it is the 
first manifestation on the part of 
the league of nations in favor of 
international legislation,” This 
was only the first step, he said, 
and later he hoped it would be SO 
broadened as to apply to commerce 
ae oni industry.

Chicago, November 24.—A new na- 
tional political body, to be known 
as the labor party of the United 
States, was created today by the 
representatives of organized labor 
in convention here. 
The object of the movement as 
set forth in its constitution will be 
hand and brain 
workers of the country to support 
the principles of a political, social 
and industrial democracy.” 
The striking points in the party 
declarations are: \ 
Women are to have equal reépre- 
sentation with men in the manage- 
ment of affairs. 

To Nominate Candidates. 

A national convention will be held 
next summer for the purpose of 
nominating candidates for president 
and vice president. 

The affairs of the organization 
will be administered by a national 
committee which will el@ct a secre- 
tary-treasurer as its executive head. 
Trade unions, farmers’ erganiza- 
tions, co-operative bodies and all 
other associations which subscribe 
to the principles of the party are 
invited to become affiliated with it. 
The committee on constitution rec- 
ommended that the national cdém- 
mittee be composed of one member 
from .each state, but Robert M.cBuck, 
of Chicago, led a fight to have a 


man and a woman from each state. 
Action was deferred until tomorrow. 
The constitution provides for the 
issuance of state charters on peti- 
tion of five or more local branches. 
The basis of representation in the 
national convention will be one del- 
— at large from each state and 
additional delegates for every 400 
of party membership from the dif- 
ferent states. 


Members will be asked to contrib- 
ute one day’s pay to the campaign 
fund next year. In addition the 
party will be financed by the levy- 
ing of a monthly tax of from 5 to 25 
cénts on each member, the members 
in states without party charters 
paying the maximum tax. 


To Impeach Judge Anderson. 


Among the resolutions adopted 
were: 


For the impeachment by congress 
of United States Dtstrict Judge An- 
derson, of Indianapolis, for his ac- 
tion in granting the government a 
mandatory injunction ordering the 
rescinding of the coal miners’ 
strike. 

Only one voice in the gathering 
was raised against th® resolution, 
R. L. Martin, an Oklahoma official 
of the United Mine Workers, ob- 
jecting to the procedure as “a 
waste of time.” 

“Congress has never paid atten- 
tion to the demands of labor,” he 
said. “The only way to remedy 
present conditions is to change con- 
trol of the government by voting 
the national labor party into tinted 
er.”

o Hebrew Dirge 
Jewsof New York 
March in Protest 


Over 100,000 Jewish Men 
and Women Parade in 
Protest Against Alleged 
Massacres in Ukraine. 


New York, November 24.—New 
York today witnessed its grettest 
parade of any ' one people—more 
than 100,000 Jewish men and wom- 
en marchig to an age-old Hebrew 
dirge, in protest against alleged 
massacres of their people in. the 
Ukraine. Winding for hours from 
the lower Edst Si€e to Carnegie 
hall, in the heart of the metropolis, 
the cortege continued uninterrupted 
from i1-o’clock in the afternoon 
until long after dark. _ 

Nearly 25,000 uniformed soldiers, 
sailors and marines, veterans of the 
war, led the procession and Amer- 
ican and Zionist flags, draped with 
mourning, and banners telling the 
sacrifices of Jewry in the world’s 
conflicts for democracy and human- 
ity, were borne aloft throughout 
the long  iine. From the first 
massed ranks of uniformed march- 
ers to the last groups of tired strag- 
glers, colors and poster appeals 
against the reported pogroms were 
valiantly carried forward. 

At Carnegie hall the cortege was 
dismissed, group by group. A mass 
meeting tonigt concluded the day’s 
demonstration. The Jewish East 
Side had been in mourning all aft- 
ernoon, with shops, manufacturing 
places‘and Yiddish theaters closed. 

Governor Smith, United States 
States Senator Medill McCormick, of 
Illinois; Lieutenant Governor Walk- 
er, Mayor Hylan and Jacob H. 
Schiff were among the speakers at 
tonight’s meeting. 

In a statement given out. today 
the Ukrainian national committee 
of the United States declared that 
all true Ukrainians deeply regret 
the massacre of Jews in the Ukraine 
and elsewhere, and that responsibil- 
ity for those in the Ukraine rested 
mainly upon the irregular bands of 
partisan leaders over which the 
Ukrainian government had little or 
no control. 


Chicago, November 24.—Reserve 
patrolmen and .mounted policemen 
were necessary in handling a crowd 
of approximately 20,000 Jews who 
gathered at a down town hall today 
for a meeting of protest against the 
massacre of Jews in the Ukraine 
and in southern Russia. It was 
nécessary to hold an overflow meet- 
ing in Grant park. 

The Jews paraded through the 
streets of the city, headed by many 
discharged soldiers and sailors.

AlL day long funerals were held 
heer at the church and the bodies 
carried to the rural graveyards of 
Evangeline parish, 6ver divers cor- 
duroy roads blocked with stalled 
automobiles of those who tried to 
reach Ville Platte. 

Of the dead only six were men. 
Twenty-two were women and chil- 
dren, seven less than sixteen years 
of age. Fourteen persons were 
burned to death and fourteen were 
trampled and crushed. Among the 
charred bodies was that of Curly 
Soileau, a young man who fought 
his way from the street up the stair- 
way and through the crowd in 
search of his sweetheart, who was 
among the first to escape. 


Miraculous Escapes. 


Countless incidents of meng sae 5 | 
escapes were recited today by th 
survivors. Amomg these was that 
of Evade Ardroin, Brawny planta- 
tion manager, who appeared in the 
street before the stairway collapsed. 
He saw his 16-year-old daughter in 
the seething mob waving frantically 
and heard her call upon him to save 
her while others prayed and fought. 

Up the narrow stairway over men, 
women and children climbed the 
mighty Ardroin until he snatched 


a swing he hurled her over the 
heads of the crowd and twenty feet 
away she was caught in the arms 
of Charles Puchen. She was slight- 
ly bruised. 

The fire originated in the rear of 
Martin’s grocery when “Dodo” Brig- 


nac, a boy of 12 years, attempted 
to fill a lighted oil stove. Because 
of his bad eyesight he accidentally 
poured the oil on the flame, This 
happened at 7:30 o’clock at night. 
The men who were playing cards 
near the stove attempted to control 
the flames and fought it for half an 
hour before outsiders were aware 
that the fire was raging on the 
ground floor_of the two stery wood- 
en building, while three hundred 
people from the cone? around were 
upstairs at the weekly dance in 
“Goose” Phillips’ hall. 


Mad Stampede Followed, 


At 8 o’clock while many couples 
were danting a huge gust of black 
smoke from the pine floor swept up 
into the dance hall. Panic followed 
with a mad stampede down the nar- 
row stairway, the only exit to a 
side street. The door opened on the 
inside and was closed in the jam. 
And then a battle of those caught 
inside and of those outside who 
wanted to rescue relatives followed, 


wild fight the stairway, which waé 
walled in, broke and some of those 
who fell were rescued by chopping 
through the wood work and pulling 
them out. Fourteen screamed their 
life out whole burning to death 
within arms’ length of the rescuers 
but could not be rescued. 

And tonight in the French speak- 
ing and atholic communities of 
Evangeline parish where sobbing 
relatives speak of the loss of a 
mémber of the family-in the biggest 
disaster of the parish known in their 
age they refer to it in broken Eng- 
lish as thé fire at “the Devil’s hall,” 
instead of the Deville building.

cious human lives.

“we'll goon be hearing the ‘wise 
medicos’ expostulating on the saf- 
est methods of ridding ourselves of 
microbes, bacilli, bacteria, etce., 
while the cheap lodging houses 
south of the city are veritable hot- 
beds of germs of the most conta- 
gious kind.

Washington, November 
(Special.)—-While congress failed 
to enact railroad legislation dur- 
ing the special session, one thing 
stands out notewortfiily, and that 
is tbat neither branch is in favor 
of government ownership. The 
overwhelming opinion of the mem- 


bers of both the senate and the 
house is that the railroads shall 
be restored to their owners, The 
radicals, therefore, including the 
Farmers’ National council, which 
is a self-constituted “organization” 
of a few extremists who have been 
kicked out of the grange and the 
Farmers’ union, can find but little 
comfort in the situation, and but 
little responsive interest in their 
government ownership propaganda. 
One fact must be borne in mind, 
however, and that is that private 
ownership, which is as certain now 
as the rising sun, does not mean 
operation with only private inter- 
ests provided for. Even a repub- 
lican congress will not consent to 
that. In the management of rail- 
roads public interests must be of 
lirst and paramount consideration, 
and when the Esch bill and the 
senate Cummings bill are finally 
thrashed out and perfected, or 
amalgamated in conference, there 
is not a shadow of doubt that this 
feature will be provided for. . 


There is no criticism due the 
government for the operation of 
the railroads during the war. On 


the contrary no other course was 
feasible. The war was a colossal 
undertaking, and in the face of 
regrettable .unpreparedness, the 
sovernment had to mobilize every 
resource. It had no time to parley. 
It could not temporize with a di- 
Vided public opinion. It had _ to 
act and act in a hurry. In tak- 
ing over the railroads for opera- 
tion it was enabled to expedite 
where otherwise it could not have 
done s0. Hence every praise to the 
sovernment for the great and glo- 
rious manner in which it met emer- 
Sencies. But the war is over, view- 
ed in its physical aspect, and the 
country needs to adapt itself as 
quickly and «as heroically to peace 
time economics. Hence the rail- 
roads should go back to their own- 
ers under regulatory statutes as 
quickly as practicable. 

Agitators in favor of govern- 
ment oOwnership—and there are 
some good men among them—say 
they will not relinquish the fight, 
wut take the issue squarely to 
the conventions of the two major 
political parties next year. But it

CARBON MONOXIDE POISONING,

Carbon monoxide is a colorless, 


tasteless gas without odor, although | 2 


some individuals protess to notice 
a garlic odor about this gas. It may 


be formed wherever’ there 
flame with a restricted draft or 
limited air supply. Any fuel burn- 
without free air supply may 
therefore give off carbon monoxide 
gas, which is a fatal poison to man 
and- animals, 

Considerable carbon monoxide is 
present in the exhaust from an au- 
tomobile engine, and this accounts 
for sudden collapse or death of an 
individual working. about a car 
while the engine is running, eSpeci- 
ally in a closed garage. The char- 
acteristic symptoms of carbon mo- 
noxide poisoning from such a source 
or from any other source are head- 
ache, dizziness or giddiness and 
weakness, especially a sense of 
weakness in the legs which glues 
the victim to the spot perhaps until 
he is completely overcome. 

Slight frequent poisoning by this 
gas occurs among mechanics em- 
ployed in garages in the winter 
months when fresh air is not so 
freely admitte@ as in summer, - In 
these cases the usual symptoms 
complained of are headache, ane- 
mia, general weakness and stomach 
trouble, 

Other sources of mild or sever 
carbon monoxide poisoning are gas 
irons used by tailors, gas flames 
without proper connection, gas 
stoves and oil stoves without pipes 
to convey the products of combus- 
tion out of the room or up the 
chimney, gas plates used for cook- 
ing on the light housekeeping plan, 
oil lamps kept burning low through 
the night in a poorly’ ventilated 
room, furnace smoke pipes with 
leaks, escaping coal gas or water 
gas, electrotyping, stereotyping, 
linotyping, blasting with dynamite, 
gas making. 

One afternoon 73 out of 125 em- 
ployees working on the unper floors 
of a New York clothing factory 
were suddenly seized with nausea, 
vomitin&, headache, dizziness and 
weakness particularly felt in the 
legs. Several were overcome and 
removed in ambulances to hospitals. 
Carbon monoxide poisoning was 
found to have occurred from the 
gases of a nearby chimney which 
were blown down into the building 
throuch a stair well by a change in 
the direction of the wind. Only 
those ;working near the open hall 


,Ccors were affected. As the accident 


occurred in the course of the great 
war, a beautiful spy poisoning story 


wah built out of it.

importance,” says a bulletin from 
the National Georgraphic Society. 


The bulletin, based on a communi- 
cation from Ella C. Sykes, continues: 
“Persia is one of the oldest em- 


pires in existence. It has been a 
kingdom for 25 centuries—ever 
since Cyrus the Great, about 550 B. 
C., conquered Media and united that 
country to his under the name of 
Persia. It has had many glorious 
episades in its long history; has 
produced the great teacher Zoroas- 
ter; such world-famous poets as 
Firdawsi, Omar Khayyam, Saadi, and 
Hafiz, and such great soldiers and 
rulers as Darius L, Shapur L, and 
Shah Abbas. 


“Again and again the empire 


has been a prey to anarchy; again 


and again conquering hosts have 
swept through the country, Alexan- 
der the Great having many a suc- 
cessor, the most destructive con- 
queror -being Genghis Khan, with 
his hordes of savage Mongols—a 
leader who boasted that he had slain 
thirteen millions of his fellow-crea- 
tures! 
Great Plateau. 

“The center of the country is a 
great plateau, rising from 2,000 to 
6,000 feet, and crossed by frequent 
chains of mountains, while a lofty 
mountain barrier: bounds it on the 
north and south.

“The Persian is of Aryan stock, 
and has the same words as ourselves 


for father, mother, brother and 
daughter (pidar, madar, bradar and 
dukhtar), and the construction of 
his language is like that of ‘Eng- 
lish. 


“He is a handsome, well-built 
min, with regular features and fine 


black eyes, his complexion being 
no darker than that of an Italian. 
In manner he is most courteous; he 
is quick, alert, fond of conversation 
and discussion, and has rightly been 
called the Frenchman of the East. 

“Persia has been a Mohammedan 
country from the time of its con- 
quest by the Arabs, in 641; but some 
thousands of Zoroastrians, the old 
fire worshipers, still remain in the 
land, and have been much perse- 
cuted. 

Little Home Life. 

“Many Persians have no home life 

in the usual sense of the word. A 


Persian house is @ivided into the 
birooni, or men’s apartments, and the 
anderoon, or part consecrated to the 
women. A strong door, set in a 
high blank wall, gives entrance to 
a@ narrow passage that leads into a 
square courtyard on which open 
several rooms. Here the men live, 
and here they usually entertain 
their friends, while their women 
dwell in rooms set round an inner 
courtyard, the only entrance to 
which is through the birooni.

Smith-Lever Bill Advocated. 

Treating the farming element as 
&@ part of the national problem, the 
department advocated the Smith- 
Lever bill in 1914, which made ade- 
quate provision for systematizing 
farming as a national industry. 


The authors of this, bill were Sen- 
ator Smith, of South Carolina, and 
Congressman Lever, of the same 
state, and thus named, A program 
of states’ relations was developed, 
calculated to bring the farmers 
closer together, to distribute in- 
formation on farm development and 
farm management gathered from 
Various parts of the country into 
sections where. this information 
would be of great value, to acquaint 
the farmer with methods and 
amounts of production and systems 
of distribution used in other commu- 
nities and in general to put the 
farming industry of the country on 
@& national business basis. 

This program to have been devel- 
oped to its highest point in 1922 had 
to be brought rapidly to a head 
during the war to meet the emer- 
‘gency demand for food. Agencies 
of the government were developed 
to their maximum strength and 
efficiency. The co-operating bu- 
reaus of agricultural colleges and 
county farming agencies were in- 
creased in concert with those of the 
department. , 

Would Provide Funds. 


At the end of the war the depart- 
ment had an emergency appropria- 
tion of $6,100,000 to be used in con- 
junction with the funds appropriat- 
ed annually under the original 
Smith-Lever act. Congress was ask- 
ed to do “this work by a permanent 
appropriation of $4,500,000." This 
would have acted as a balance be- 
tween the appropriation for this 
year and the increased appropriation 
of 1922. 

The emergency appropriation au- 
tomaticlly discontinued last June, 
but the newly requested appropria- 
tion would have been enough to 
have kept the program going on the 
scale to which it had been devel- 
oped during the war—a scale which 
the country generally recognized to 
be needed. Congress, however, de- 
cided to reduce the permanent ap- 
propriation of $4,500,000. This would 
have acted as a balance between 
the appropriation for this year and 
the increased apprépriation of 1922.

Further curtailments in appro- 
priations for work on cost of pro- 
duction figures demanded by the 
farmers over the country has great- 
ly reduced the work planned for the 
office of farm management. These 
reports have become an economic 
necessity in financing and directing 
the modern farm, and the govern- 
ment is practically the only agency 
able to secure them adequately. and 
accurately. The appropriation for 
the market news service was cut 
down #0 as to almost eliminate 
that service on which the farmer, 
the middleman and the consumer 
base their quo’ tions and the west

Birmingham, Ala., November 24.—

discussion of the acute white paper 
Situation the southern newspaper 
publishers’ association, in session 
here, appointed a special committee 
just Defore adjournment to draft suit- 


able resolutions expressing the sense 
of the members which will be pre- 
sented when the convention re-as- 
Sembles at 9:30 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 

The members of the convention 
are unanimous in their expressions 
that sumething drastic must be done 
to reduce the consumption of paper 
not-only for the benefit of larger 
users but also in order that some 
of the smaller papers may be saved 
from suspension of publication be- 
cause of inability to secure paper 
at any price, 

Various methods were proposed 
rates, increase in advertising rates, 
culting down special fe tures, per- 
including raising of subscription 
centage limitations on the amount 
of advertising matter as compared 
with the amount of reading matter, 
and even placing limits upon the 
amount of advertising which shall 
be carried in daily and Sunday is- 
sues. While the members were unit- 
ed in the belief that less paper must 
be used, it was the sentiment ‘of 
most of the speakers that curtail- 
ment is a local problem which must 
be worked out by the various com- 
munities in the manner that is best 
suited to their loca] conditions, 

Other questions to be taken up to- 
morrow will include the labor situ- 
ation as it affects the various pub- 
lishers. 

The convention which assembled 
today is an extraordinary session 
called especially to reach some ba- 
sis of understanding on the paper 
Situation. Tne attendance is large 
and thoroughly representative.

Recalls Players 
Of Days of Past 


Great Actor of Old School 
Tells of Many Changes 
in Stage and icts 
National Theater.* 


a, 

“The stage is not what it was,” 
declared Frederick Warde, one of 
the few living members of the old 
dramatic school, before an address 
yesterday afternoon at the Atlanta 
Woman’s club. “The stage has 
changed. Great tragedians no longer 
have a week's run in cities tike 
Atlanta. But,the drama will live. 
It will live long as the world 
lasts, but it Will be what the peo- 
ple want it to be, not what the 
actors wish it. ; 

“You are responsible for what is 
on the stage. The one criterion 
of the suct¢ess of a play is the bex 
receipts, and the managers of thea- 
ters, like all other business men, 
conduct their business with the pur- 
pose of making money. If one kind 
of a play brings in more than an- 
other, that is to say, if the public 
prefers it, it will be the kind of a 
play which will be shown. I am 
not criticising theater managers. 
I am not reflecting upon you. I! 
have no patience’ with those who 
say that the stage is degrading, that 
managers are commerciak Mana- 
gers have to make a living.” 

Predicts Hanitonals Theater. 

“The dsv is coming,” the great 
actor prophesied, “when we will 
have in America a national theater. 
In addition, there will probably be 
state theaters. In these there will 
be presented the best noblest and the 
reatest plays by.the most proficient 
actors and acrtesses, because these 
will be endowed by the state and 
the nation, and box receindts_ will 
not have to be taken care of.” 

That national theater is bound to 
come, whether in this generation or 
in the next, is the confident belief 
of the tragedian. 

Actors and actresses of genera- 
tions ago séemed to come to life as 
Frederick Warde told his audience 
of them. and illustrated the parts 
they played. It seemed almost im- 
possible that Mr. Warde is a st 
70 years old, so vigorous Is he, ad 
so strong is his voice. 

“My subject is ‘Fifty Years of 
Make-RPelieve,’” said Mr. Warde, 
“but I am telling you of fifty years 
of reality, for all that I tell you 
is true, queerthough some of those 
old-time experiences may seem to 
those who have known only the 
modern world. I have been on the 
stage for 53 years, but I can hear 
the voices, see the features, and 
remember the kindnesses of those 
wonderful actors and actresses with 
whom I worked, as plainly now as I! 
did then.” 

In the audience were many who 
had seen Warde many times, and 
to whom it was like seeing an old 
friend to hear him and meet him 
again. Some of the audienee re- 
membered him from his first per- 
formance in Atlanta at the DeGive 
theater, where the Bijou now 
stands, in 1876. Here, 41 years ago, 
Warde and his company played an 
entire week. : 

Had No Scenery; 

“In those days,” said the actor. 
“we did not travel with elaborate 
scenery, but trusted to picking up 
what we needed wherever we were. 
One didn’t come to the theater to 
see the wonderful scenery, but to 
see the actor and to hear the words 
of Shakespeare. Nowadays peo- 
Ple want to see the reflex of the 
prese~t, rather than the poetic im- 
agery of the past. ; 

“I remember during my trip 
south with Edwin Booth we were 
rather up‘ against it in Columbus, 
Ss. C. For the grave digger’s scene 
in Hamlet two skulls were required, 
and we didn’t carry any with ws. 
as we were usually able to get them 
from some doctor in the town. In 
Columbus, however, we  couldn’t 
find any. 

“Booth was nothing if not suc- 
cessful, and he got two large tur- 
nips, which he carved out to re- 
semble skulls. They were heavy and 
Slippery, though, and when he 
picked one of them up, to give Ham- 
let’s pathetic address to the skull 
of his-old friend, it dropped to the 
floor, broke into pieces and almost 
burnt up the theater by falling on 
one of our gas footlights, creating 


a small panic. 
had to use Bermuda onions for 
skulls and the smell was so strong 
that he had to draw his face away.” 

Tributes were paid to Adelaide 
Nielson, his leading lady in Eng- 
land; to Charlottle Cushman, who 
played opposite to him in America, 
shortly after his arrival here; to 
Booth, to E. L. Davenport and Law- 
rence Barrett, with whom he played 
Julius Caesar; to John McCullough, 
whom he supported for two years 
and who encouraged him to start 
out for himself, and to Louis James, 
who supported him and who provid- 
ed much of the fun of his stage ex- 
periences. Miss Rutherford, of Lucy 


Cobb college, he describes as almost 
an exact replica of Charlotte Cush- 
man, except that Miss Cushman had 
a more severe manner. 
Plays With MeCullough. 

“John McCullough was the first 
actor he met after he came to Amer- 
ica, at the age of 23. He played 
with him for two years, and then 
McCullough told him that he was 
wasting his time, that he ought to 
be out playing elads himself, and 
then as Warde, ‘in 1881, I started

Some renewals were made at the rates just quoted. Wall street's 
expectations of a quieter stock market with) transactions largely con- 
fined to professional traders have been realized. Today’s turnover 
amounted to only 797,000 shares, compared with last week’s 6,500,000, 
or at the rate of 1,181,111 shares, counting Saturday as a half day. It 
was the first day since the last week in September that trading for a 
five-hour day fell below 1,000,000 shares. 

Future Uncertain. 

It remains to be seen, however, whether this inactivity continues. 
The whole situation could be changed overnight by a favorable decision 
in the pending stock dividends case before the supreme court, by an 
agreement on the peace treaty when congress reconvenes a week from 
today, by unexpected developments in the labor situation or any one 
of a half dozen or more developments. 


That the coal situation in both this country and Canada has 


reached a point where the factories and mills are beginning to shut 
down is no secret. According to today’s dispatches from the west, the 
railroads are rapidly using up stored supplies of fuel. 

Today’s further decline in the copper stocks was due partly to 
another reduction in the price of the metal, this time to 19% cents. 
The high war-time price for copper was 35% cents a pound. Then.this 
government entered the war and began to fix prices, naming 26 cents 
for copper. Then there was a reduction by the government to 23. 

After the armistice was signed there was a drop to 14% cents 
last March. Then there was a recovery to last July’s price of 23%. 

Wall Street Gossip. 

In connection with today’s decline in the price of copper, it was 
pointed out that for that metal it was buyers’ market. Unlike steel 
and every other article or commodity there is no world shortage in 
copper. On>the other hand, there is a very large over-supply. Hence 
the decline in prices. And when prices of any commodity or article 
begin to decline it is a buyers’ market, because the buyers hold off to 
wait for lower prices, and this holding off forces the producers to 
cut prices to get orders to keep going and thus still lower prices are 


| brought about to the advantage of the buyer. 


In the steel trade, because of the shortage of available supplies, a 
premium is being bid by buyers for early deliveries. But the steel 
corporation .is doing everything within its power to; keep the inde- 
pendents from putting up prices and thus turn the steel industry to a 


sellers’ market.

Georgia’s Quota for Big 
‘Temple in Washington, 
and Co-operative -Proj- 
ects Will Be Among 
Matters Discussed.

OVERPEAGE TREATY 


Proposal of Lodge to 
Take Treaty Before 
People in 1920 Falls Flat 
Among Republican Lead- 
ers, Says Hollomon.

Washington, November 24.—There 
is no mistaking the gap that is 
widening in republican circles over 
the peace treaty. 

The suggestion of Senator Lodge, 
who, with La Follette, of Wiscon- 
sin, blocked the way even for a pos- 
sible compromise in the last hours 
of the special session to take the 
covenant before the people in 1920, 
is tantamount’ to announcing his 
own candidacy for the presidential 
nomination. and that view of it is 
just beginning to dawn upon some 
of his irreconcilable colleagues, who 
have some presidential aspirations 
of their own. 

Hence the suggestion has fallen 
flat among the republican leaders, 
even including boss Penrose, and as 
for Will Hays, the organization 
head, he is tearing his hair in the 
hope that a compromise may not 
only save the covenant, for the ef- 
fect it will have on national poli- 
tics, but that the heads of the party 
leaders may be huddled together 
again in party comradeship and po- 
litical unison. 

Conservatives Gain Ground. 

. And thus.the fight within the 
G. O. P. rages, with the conserva- 
tives rapidly gaining ground to- 
night. That too much latitude was 


given to Lodge, the leader of the 
scheme to kill the pact by indirec- 
tion, is now admitted by most of his 
own cdlleagues. He was given an 
inch and grabbed an ell and got so 
far from republican headquarters 
that they couldn’t halt him and 
they feared to catch him.

Old Veteran Made Splendid . 


Record in Service of the 
Confederacy. 


Captain Samuel Dalton Mitchell. 
one of Atlanta’s best beloved and 
oldest citizens, died Monday mern- 
ing at his home, 414 Piedmont ave- 
nue, following an accident which 
took place on November 3, when he 
was struck by a street car at Broad 
and. Alabama sfreets. 

Immediately after the accident 
Captain Mitchell was removed to a 
local hospital, but was later sent 
to his residence, Where his death 
occurred. 

He had for years been one of the 
best-known figures around the Ful- 
ton county courthouse, where he 
was director of the bureau of in- 
formation. 

Captain Mitchell Was: born near 
Atlanta, Ga., October 8, 1838, but 
When a child his people moved to 
Atlanta, where his boyhood days 
were spent. 

Joing His Company. 

When the civil war began, he 
was a student at the University of 
Georgia. Before entering school, 
he had become a member of the 
Athens guards, 
shot was fired at Fort Sumter, he 
abandoned his studies and joined his 
company. 

For a while it appeared as if the 
Athens guards would see no fight- 
ing, as they had been ordered to 
remain in Georgia for guard duty. 
So Mitchell left Athens and went to 
Augusta, where he enlisted on May 
4, 1861, as a private in Company 
K of the famous Third Georgia reg- 
iment, 

The Third regiment had already 
received orders to march to Rich- 
mond, and Mitchell went with it, 
to take part in all of the battles 
of the Virginia campaign. 

He was promoted to sergeant, and 
then to lieutenant, and was récom- 
mended for promotion to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel. For the last 
three years of the war he was acting 
captain of his company, as the cap- 
tain had been wounded and was un- 
able to actively participate in the 


campaign, 
Kecelveg ‘lwo Wounds, 


Two wounds were received by him 
at Petersburg. Once he received a 
saber cut, and at another time he 
was struck by a bullet. His injuries, 
although painful, did not prevent 
him from continuing in the cam- 
paign. 

After the war he returned to Ath- 
ens, where he assisted in the or- 
ganization of the Athens guards, 
and Was elected captain by them. 

At the time of his death, he was 
color-bearer for the Atlanta chap- 
ter of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy. He was also a former 
commander of Camp 159, United 
Confederate vet@rans. 

He married Miss Florence Wal- 
lacey of Atlanta, in 1869, who died 
two years ago. He is survived by 
three daughters, Miss Kathleen 
Mitchell, Miss Annie Maude Mitch- 
ell and Mrs. George A, Stauffacher, 
of College Park; and three grand- 
children, George A. Jr., Florence and 
Marie Stauffacher. 

The funeral services will be held 
this afternoon at 3 o’clock at the 
family home, with Rev. Richard 
Orme Flynn officiating. Interment 
will be in Westview cemetery.

Department of Justice 
Has Already Begun In- 

vestigation —“Terrible 
Trick,” Says Tumulty. 
Many Messages Sent 
Wilson and Marshall 
From #tlanta.

Washington, November 24.—The 
department of justice has begun an 
investigation of the hoax -perpetrat- 
ed in Atlanta last night upon Vice 
President Marshall and the audience 
in the Auditorium, when someone 
falsely reported that President Wil- 
son was dead, and not a stone will 
be left unturned to bring the guilty 
party to justice. 

That there is a law for the ade- 
quate punishment of the offender 
is admitted at the offices of the 
attorney general, and Solicitor Gen- 
eral Alex King, himself an Atlantan, 
who is deeply incensed at the in- 
cident, will personally give atten- 
tion to this: case. 

No incident of a similar or col- 
lateral nature in recent years has 
so stirred official Washington. The 
cruelty of the hoax in perpetrating 
such an outrage upon the vice pres- 
ident of the United States, a guest 
of the city, is not so poighant as 
the despicable spirit that actuated 
it. 

No Motive Apparent. 

The question in administration 
circles is what could have inspired 
such an incident, and was the guilty 
party acting alone or was he one 
of a band determined upon the 
breaking up of an orderly meeting 
led by an administration head next 
to the chief executive himself. 

It is more generally believed here 
that one of the extreme and wholly 
irresponsible Wilson haters who 
have followed the course of Senator 
Reed, who recently spoke in the 
same auditorium and others of his 


is entirely responsible and that the 
culprit acted upon his own volition 
and without the help or assistance 
of confederates. 

“It was a terrible trick, and it 
is hard to conceive of it,” said Sec- 
retary Tumulty. 

“The president is at a loss to un- 
derstand the motive.” 

“The culprit will be caught,” 
bluntly explained the department of 
justice. 

“Probably Disordered Mind.” 

The Evening Star today says edi- 
torially: 

“Discovery of the miscreant who 
did this thing is, perhaps, impossi- 
ble, owing to the ease with which 
the telephone can be used anony- 
mously. But if he is found, the 
man should be punished to the lim- 
it of the law’s extent. There may 
be no specific statute for such an 
hex gy but the outrage upon the 


ficiently grave to warrant penalty 
of some kind. 

‘It Ig impossible to conceive the 
motive of such a hoax. Its falsity 
is certain to be quickly ascertained. 
It cannot possibly be of any advan- 
tage to any persons. 

“It is certain to give pdin for a 
short time, but an immediate re- 
action is assured. False rumors 
of the death of eminent persons 
have in the past been spread delib- 
erately for the influencing of stock 
quotations. 

“This hoax at Atlanta, however, 
cannot have been of such a nature. 
It was probably simply a case of a 
disordered mind.”

Message to President. 

One such message to the presi- 
dent, signed by leading men and

‘We, the undersigned, wish to express 
our deep regret at the unfortunate occur- 
rence which interrupted the splendid ad- 


dress of Vice President Marshall im our 
city last night; and our joy that this in- 
terruption ‘was based upon falsehood. 

‘‘We also wish to avail ourselves of this 
opportunity to express our gratitude to God 
for your excellency’s fearless and unswerv- 
ing gloyalty to principle; and your wise 
application of principle to the affairs of 
the nation and the world. 

*“‘We pray God for your speedy restora- 
tion to health; and know that His guidance 
continues to sustain and support you.’’ 

This telegram of felicitation was 
signed by Judge Andrew J. Cobb, 
chairman of the Georgia Memorial 
association; Clark Howell, demo- 
cratic national committeeman for 
Georgia; Mrs. John K. Ottley, dem- 
ocratic associate national commit- 
teewoman for Georgia; Mayor Key; 
S. C. Dobbs, president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce; E. H. Cone, pres- 
ident of the Rotary Club of At- 
lanta; Mell R. Wilkinson, president 
of the Presidents’ club; Rev. C. O. 
Jones, president of the Evangelical 
Ministers’ association; John ‘Kagan 
chairman of the committee on 
church co-operation; Mrs. A.

Message to Marshall. 


The same citizens, representing 
many of Atlanta’s civic organiza-

‘‘We, the undersigned, desire to express 
our sincere regret at the untimely inter- 
ruption of your splendid address at the Au- 
ditorium in Atlanta on Sunday evening.

Various Theories Offered. 


Various theories have been offer- 
ed as to the motive for the hoax. 
Some hold the theory that it was 
part of a plot to <sreate a nation- 
wide disturbance; others say they 
believe the man who perpetrated 
the act to have done so in good 
faith, merely repeating a rumor 
which he believed true, thinking 
that the vice president should be 
informed; others think that some 
joker or “crank” 
made the call, not realizing the im- 
port of his rash act. 

The opinion was also advanced 
that some enemy of the Order of 
Moose might have made the call, 
since the vice president was mak- 
ing his address under the auspices 
of that body. 

The police are leaving no stone 
unturned in their search for the 
culprit, and Governor Dorsey an- 
nounced Monday that the reward 
of $100 offered for the apprehen- 
sion of the guilty party would 
stand until every possib means 
for apprehension had been ex-

New York, November 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Many ex-ball players and ex- 
magnates have plunged into print 
with their ideas of how a major 
league club should be_ operated, 
since Colonels Ruppert and Huston, 
aided by Harry Frazee, kicked up 
that big fuss with Ban Johnson, 
but few of them have commented 
on the Boston-New York situation 
as did Larry Lajoie, for years the 
leading hitter and infielder of the 
naitonal pastime. 

Larry is a business man now. He 
has retired from the baseball field 
for all time, and is devoting all of 
his moments to the automobile tire 
business. For many weeks after 
the Carl Mays quarrel opened, Lajoie 
sought out every bit of news about 
it he could find. He read every line 
in the nawspapers that might give 
him an insight into the facts. He 
also talked the matter over with 
various big league personages 
whom he met in his travels. 

Recently the big Frenchman un- 
burdened himself. He did not ma; 
lign any individual connected with 
the case, but he said all baseball) 
men would live to see the day when 
they would regret the Carl Mays 
fuss, if they allowed it to go on far- 
ther. 

“Baseball law is funny law, but 
it must be just as it is,” said Larry, 
“and there isn’t a chance in the 
world to apply civil law to the game 
because it will not fit. I have been 
through one baseball war and 1 
know something about conditions in 
the game during such a period. The 
majors are getting along nicely, 
but they are going to lose all the 
ground they have ever gained if 
this eastern trouble is not patched 
up in a hurry.” 

Larry upholds Ban  Johnson’s 
ruling in the Mays case. He says 
both major leagues must break up 
the practice of a disgruntled player 
being permitted to go to another 
club when he becomes dissatisfied 
because such a practice wrecks the 
discipline of all clubs and will in 
time encourage some of the un- 
scrupulous players to perform their 
work in order to get a transfer.

The 
Thanksgiving day crowd will un- 
questionably be as large as that at 
the W. & J. game, when about 
31.900 persons packed Forbes field. 

This has been thus far the most 
successful season financially that 
Pitt has ever had, and this merely 
proves the hold which the sport 
has on the public.

“Sporting Editor The Constitu- 
tion, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: All 
this talk about awarding the state 
prep football championship would 
be interesting if it meant anything, 
which it doesn’t. It is all right for 
you to talk about awarding the 
north Georgia prep championship, 
but don’t award any state honors 
until you know what you are doing. 

“There is one prep school in south 
Georgia that has not been defeated 
this season, neither has any team 
scored on them: this team is the Tif- 
ton Aggies. They feel that they 
have a just claim to be considered 
in the awarding of the state prep 
championship, and are willing to 
meet the winner of north Georgia 
prep honors anywhere for the state 
prep championship.

Creat Golfers—Freddie 
McLecd. 


When I had played my second 
Shot onto the 18th green at Mini- 
kahda in that far-off, glorious late 
afternoon in June, 1916, Freddie Mc- 
Lieod,.my playing companion, a for- 
mer national open champion, con- 
gratulated me in the following 
words: “You should have won in 
1914. You are now national open 
champion—the highest golf honor 
in the country, but it will last but a 
very little time. Golf honors are 
fleeting. Also, Chick, I think I'll 
make this my last tournament.” 


The remark did not sink.deep un- 
til that night, as I lay sleepless in 
bed. Yes, athletic honors are short, 
and the public forgetful. I thought 
long of little Freddie and his re- 
mark, and now I am thinking of it 
again. , 

At Midlothian in 1914 I was paired 
with Freddie McLeod when I fin- 
ished with but one stroke behind 
the leader. And so he is connected 
with the first and last national open 
championship in which I ever 
played close to the top. 


Most Interesting Star. 


He is one of the most interesting 
golf stars of the country. My per- 
sonal acquaintance with him began 
when he was employed at Midlo- 
thian, but his reputation had pre- 
ceded him. He is only five feet six 
inches in height end weighs but 128 
pounds. The distance and rhythm 
of his shots come as a surprise, 
when one considers the slight fig- 
ure that provides the energy for 
them. His remarkable success 
ought to be a great encouragement 
to all men who fear they are lack- 
ing in the strength necessary to 
good golf. 

Freddie was born in North Ber- 
wick, Scotland, in 1882. Perhaps it 
was the soundness of his early 
training in North Berwick that ac- 
counted for his early success in this 
country. I have been at that lovely 
spot+in Scotland and I have seen 
the smallest of boys with golf clubs 
in their hands, and without doubt 
Freddie grew up in just that way. 

I think that he must have come to 
this country somewhere araund 
1904, for the first notice of his #p- 
pearance in-competition was in 1905 
in the western open at Cincinnati 
when he finished fifth. For the next 
ten years he was in the first ranks 
of professionals with a good chance 


to beat any one of them; in fact, I 


think that he has beaten nearly 
every golfer of prominence in the 
country. He won the national open 
in 1908 at Myopia after a tie with 
Willie Smith, the greatest player of 
them all, and that very year Willie 
had set a new record at St. Ane 
drews in the British open. It was 
a big triumph for Freddie. Like 
Rober: Gardner, although he won 
the national, he was never able to 
carry off the western champion. 
Twice, however, he reached second 
Place, once at Hinsdale, and ane«- 
other time at Normandie, St. Louis. 
He has won the united north and 
south championship at Pinehurst, 
the Florida open, and many other 
events. Twice, in 1910 at Philadel- 
phia, and in 1911, at Chicago golf, 
he was fourth because three other 
players had tied for first. Such a 
difference one little stroke makes. 
He was sixth in 1919 national open 
and runner-up 
professional championship. 


Played All Events. 


During these years he continually 
took part in all the open events, 
and, being in such demand for ex- 
hibition events, he traveled in all 
parts of the country. It was said 
that in 1915 he had traveled 190,000 
miles to compete in golf tourna- 
ments. His professional engage- 
ments were among others at Rock- 
ford, Ill., Midlothian, Chicago, San 
Francisco, San Antonio, St. Louis, 
New Orleans, and he is now at the 
Columbia Golf club at Washington, 
D. C., where our great president 
plays with considerable regularity. 

Freddie McLeod has a remarkable 
low cut shot that only he of all the 
“pros” seem to be able to make 
work. Perhaps the others were 
afraid. for it required bold and ac- 
curate hitting, and 
meant a world of trouble. I heard 
him say at Baltusrol that he had 
not been off the course once in 72 
holes. Aye, mon; Freddie Mcheod 
was a grand little player. And now 
he proposes to lay tournament golf 
aside. The fact is that tournament 
golf is good for one’s reputation, 
but bad for one’s purse. It ig the 
steady teaching side of golf that 
pays. I cannot imagine any man 
in the country who has better train- 
ing in the game.

The quarterback is far from be- 
ing in an observation post, where- 
as the fullback is. The quarterback

Hence it 
is probable that we shall see teams 
another. season using it even more 
largely than this year.

And that was one of the explana- 
tions given for the great develop- 
ment of smaller teams and their 
much higher standing in thé foot- 
ball world than the teams were a 
half dozen or more coaches were 
working with the men. 

Undoubtedly this has a grain of 
truth in it. Football knowledge has 
been spread by the development of 
plays and players throughout the 
country much more broadly than 
ever before, but those who make 
the best players and the best teams 
are the ones where the individual 
members of the team put definite 
thought upon the game instead of 
following blindly the instructions 
of a variety of coaches and never 
knowing the reason why. 

A player is told to stand in a 
certain spot at a certain time and 
do a certain thing, and it may be 
that he does not know the reason 
for this except that he is in awe of 
the coach and under his orders, and 
consequently does just what he 
says. The player, on the other 
hand, who follows his orders and 
instructions just as implicitly, but 
uses his brains until he finds out 
the reason why he is told to do this 
particular set of things, will in the 
end make a far better player, and 
a team made up of men who under- 
stand the reasons are fa more 
adaptable and their game far more 
elastic according to conditions than 
those who are simply dummies in 
the hands of the coaches.

Interesting Address Made at 
Atlanta Church by Wil- 
liam D. Kilpatrick. 


“Christian Science” was the ‘sub- 
ject of a lecture delivered by Wil- 
liam D. Kilpatrick, C. S., of Detroit 
Mich., at the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, on Monday night. Several 
, hundred members and friends of the 
/ church were in attendance. 

Mr. Kilpatrick is a member of the 
board of lectureship of the mother 
church, the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, Boston, Mass. He freely 


discussed the doctrines and teach- 
ings of the church, 
Mr. Kilpatrick’s Address. 

His address in part follows: 

. “Christian Science is the restora- 
tion to this age of the religion 
taught and practiced by Jesus the 
Christ twenty centuries ago. It is, 
in its fullest intent and purpose, a 
return to the simple and spiritual 
teachings of the Holy Bible from 
Genesis to Revelation. 

“It teaches that every act and 
every word of the mighty Jesus was 
Siven to the world by way of in- 
Struction, of example and of pre- 
cept—not to show merely that he 
was the Son of God, but to sh 
also, in the language of John, that 
Now are we the sons of God,’ and, 
as Paul puts it, ‘joint heirs with 
Christ;’ that as ‘children of* God’ 
and ‘joint heirs with Christ,’ we, by 
understandihg and following the 
teachings and practice of Jesus, 
shall be able to work out for our- 
selves a full and complete salva- 
tion as did he, a salvation not only 
from sin but from every fettering 
belief of what St. Paul calls ‘the 
carna] mind,’ in other words, the 
human or mortal mind—the mind 
from which emanates all the con- 
ditions of sin, sickness, inhar- 
mony, unhappiness, poverty, sorrow 
and finally death and the grave. 

The Kingdom of Heaven, . 

“The entire import and purpose*of 
the Master’s career were to prove to 
a burdened, a sick and a sin-filled 
world that sin, sickness, and death 
are unreal and untrue conditions 
and that they may not only be over-’ 
come through the correct under- 
standing of God and man and their 
relation to each other, but that it 
is the duty of each one of us to 
overcome these conditions exactly 
as did he. This is not idle conjec- 
ture or a speculative conclusion—it 
is a fact. 

“Jesus made it very plain that 
mankind must sooner or later meet 
and master every condition of phys- 
ical and moral inharmony from a 
spiritual standpoint. He left no 
room for argument on that point— 
no chance for equivocafion. You 
must either accept that necessity or 
repudiate in toto the Bible and the 
words Ap works of Jesus.* He in- 


dicated \plainly that His mission on 
earth s to show mankind how to 
work out their own salvation. He 
did not presume or pretend to do 
it for them. 

‘As we read in Ephesians, ‘That 
ye put off the old man which is 
corrupt according to the deceitful 
lusts; and be renewed in the spirit 
of your mind; and that ye put on 
the new man, which after God is 
created in righteousness and true 
holiness.’ In other words, Jesus 
taught that man’s entrancé into the 
kingdom .of heaven consists simply 
in putting off the carnal man, the 
carnal mind, and putting on the 
true man, the reflection of God, 
Spirit, divine Mind. And Jesus 
clearly showed that this process of 
putting off the old man and of en- 
trance into the kingdom of heaven 
is not a process involving a change 
in location or environment accom- 
plished through the experience

“Jesus taught and provéd conclu- 

Sively that death is not a concomi- 
tant of heaven; that death has no 
part in the journey of mankind 
from mortality to immortality. He 
taught that death is an enemy 
which must be overcome, not sub- 
mitted to, and that the old theo- 
logical belief or superstition that 
by passing through the experience 
of death we are ushered into the 
presence of an Almighty Being in 
a locality called heaven is as purely 
a myth as the veriest fable of an- 
tiquity.

Washington, November 
state department, according to in- 
timations in the highest quarters, 
has rejected the “utmost conces- 
sions” Italy has declared a willing- 
ness to grant in order to reach an 
accord with the United States on the 
Adriatic problem, involving a settle- 
ment of Fiume. 

It became known today that a 
little more than a month ago [Italian 
Foreign Minister ‘Tittoni transmit- 
ted to the state department a pro- 
posal defining Italy’s concessions 
and offering a settlement acceptable 
to that country. Presentation of 
this communication was one of the 
last acts of the late Ambassador di 
Cellere, who died two days later, on 
October 21, 

A few days after Count Cellere’s 
death the state department, having 
made no response to the Italian 
note, received an urgent dispatch 
from Premier Nitti requesting a re- 
ply to the Tittoni proposal and 
strongly intimating that it might be 
useless to carry on the discussion 
over Fiume if the Italian proposal 
should be rejected. 

Premier Nitti, in his telegram, de- 
clared the Tittoni proposal not only 


to be reasonable, but to constitute 


the utmost limit to which Italy 
could go in complying with the 
wishes of President Wilson. He 
added that if the proposal should 
be accepted by the United States he 
was able to assure acceptance of it 
on the part of Italy. 
Refuses to Publish Reply. 


Secretary Lansing has refueed to 
make public the American reply to 


Premier Nitti and state department: 


officials assert as a reason that the 
matter is too’ delicate. Because of 
this attitude of the officials it is 
believed that the reply constituted 
a rejection of the Italian govern- 
ment’s proposal, it being admitted 
that the reply has gone forward, and 
there also is reason to believe that 
the rejection by the United States 
affects the internal as well as for- 
eign policies of Italy to the extent 
of causing Foreign Minister Tittoni 
to offer his resignation, his remain- 
ing in office being conditional upon 
breaking off negotiations with the 

JInited States aad Italy reaching an 
Agreement with the entente allies 
for a settlemént of the Fiume ques- 
tion independently of the United 
States. 

The Titton! proposal’s main fea- 
tures were that Italy should re- 
ceive that part of Istria forming 
a triangle, whose extreme eastern 
port would be Volosca, the line run- 
nine thence to Alpe Grande and to 
Mone Maggiore, thence to Fianona. 
The existing Italian frontier ex- 
tends along the line from Monte 
Maggiore to Fianona. 

Would Become Buffer State. 


Fiume itself, together with some 
territory to the north and also 
some of the neighboring islands in 
the Gulf of Quarnero, would become 
a buffer state, having a_ special 
statute for the city and for the 
state. Italy would have no super- 
vision of its foreign affairs, but the 
city’s Italianity would be recognized 
and guarded. Zara would be con- 
stituted a free city and port, being 
represented in foreign affairs by the 
Italian government. .-
